N  the  language  of  Longfellow,  "Who  has  not  at  some  time  yearned  for  the  privilege 
fc**  of  spending  a  Summer  daj'  beside  the  joyous  Sea."  vSome  seek  the  attractions 
of  the  woods,  others  the  mountain  heights,  many  are  charmed  by  the  lake  regions;

This  ride  of  five  miles  over  elevated  ground,  among 
ranges  of  sand  dunes,  iu  view  of  the  sea,  and  within  hearing  distance  of  the  music  of  its  breakers, 
is  not  only  pleasant  but  invigorating.  In  thirty  minutes  you  reach  your  destination,  where  the 
ocean  and  the  bay  with  their  cooling  breezes  combine  to  administer  to  your  health  and  comfort. 

Highest  form  of  freedom. 

The  property  owners  of  Longport  have  decided  that  not  a  foot  of  land  shall  be  sold  for 
the  purpose  of  manufacturing  or  selling  intoxicants  as  a  beverage.  In  the  estimation  of  some  this 
may  at  first  sight  appear  to  be  a  restriction  of  personal  liberty;  but  in  the  opinion  of  the  owners 
it  is  in  perfect  harmony  with  the  highest  form  of  freedom.  Parties  who  delight  to  drink  from  the 
fountains  of  intellectual  pleasures  and  from  the  streams  of  pure  social,  esthetical,  and  other  sub- 
stantial joys,  will  be  attracted  to,  and  find  satisfaction  here. 

Views  of  the  Ocean  and  Bay. 

Views  of  the  Ocean  and  Bay  may  be  .secured  and  sacredly  preserved  to  every  residence; 
this  will  be  deemed  a  privilege  and  will  be  highly  appreciated  by  all  residents  as  well  as  by 
visitors.  Here  one  is  able  to  watch  the  "Stately  Ships"  upon  the  sea  and  hear,  "The  sailor 
lad  as  he  sings  in  his  boat  in  the  bay."  The  Ocean  front  shall  be  kept  open  forever.  All  the 
lots  are  large,  and,  in  some  sections,  are  restricted  to  private  residences,  and  to  only  one  house  on 
a  lot.  Of  the  cottages  already  built,  some  are  costly  and  elegant,  and  the  hotels  are  first-class  in 
all  their  appointments.  Plent3' of  room  will  be  found  to  ramble  along  the  strand,  and  the  chil- 
dren may,  in  perfect  safet3',  play  to  their  hearts  content.

Here,  too,  the  lover  of  natural  history-  will  find  much  of  interest,  for  the  sea  is  lavish 
with  her  treasures,  and  casts  them  up,  that  all  who  will,  may  study  and  enjoy  them;  among  the 
most  interesting  of  these  are  the  Algae,  or  sea  weeds, — "  Call  us  not  weeds,  we  are  flowers  of  the 
sea" — which  are  borne  in  by  the  tides,  and  can  be  gathered  on  the  smooth  waters  of  the  Baj-. 
Few  places  afford  such  facilities  for  collecting  these  specimens,  which,  when  mounted  on  paper  or 
card  board,  make  beautiful  souvenirs. 

f^acilitics. 

Longport  is  supplied  with  an  abundance  of  pure  drinking  water  from  artesian  wells.  The 
sanitary  s\'stem  is  as  perfect  as  skill  and  money  can  produce. 

The  avenues  and  side  walks  in  process  of  construction  are  clean  and  durable.  All 
materials  for  building  and  other  purposes  can  be  conveyed  to  the  spot  by  water  or  by  rail.  Bath- 
ing, boating  and  fishing  in  the  ocean  or  bay  are  unsurpassed.  Such  are  the  natural  advantages 
of  Longport,  that  it  will  be  difficult  for  any  other  summer  resort  to  offer  equal  inducements  for 
healthful  exercise,  pleasure  and  comfort.  And  while  nature  has  done  so  much,  those  who  are 
deeply  interested  intend  to  do  their  part  in  making  the  place  one  of  the  most  attractive  and  charm- 
ing of  its  kind.
